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Preface 


PURPOSE 

The main purpose of this bibliography is to provide access to all possible 
works dealing with the subject of popular Hinduism and Hindu mythology, 
and particularly to works that would otherwise be unknown and inaccessible. 
Up to this time, there has been some bibliographic control of the literature 
of the Vedic period and on Indian philosophy and the higher tradition, but 
practically none for the popular tradition. In the early sixties there was 
some discussion about a comprehensive critical bibliography on Hinduism 
to be compiled by an international team of scholars. Initiated by Jan Gonda 
and J. F. Sprockhoff, the plan envisioned a work of wide scope including 
Hindu religion, philosophy, law, custom, and relevant aspects of the 
cultural heritage. Unfortunately, nothing has come as yet of the plan. The 
present bibliography is an attempt to provide greater access to the popular 
tradition until a more truly comprehensive work such as the Gonda-Sprockhoff 
project is made available. 

The bibliography is directed toward anyone interested in aspects of popular 
Hinduism, both general and specific, whether students, research scholars, 
teachers, devotees, or merely interested persons. Several years ago, when 
preparing to teach a course on Hinduism, I was unable to find textbooks on 
Hinduism that gave adequate coverage to the popular religion. There is no 
shortage of books on "Hinduism" for use in courses on Indian history and 
culture, but they emphasize the philosophy and tradition of ancient, rather 
than modern, Hinduism, and largely the Indian scriptures. Thus it is the¬ 
oretically possible to attend a university course on Hinduism and end up 
knowing practically nothing about the religious practices and mythological 
emphases of the contemporary Hindu. 
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This bibliography is intended to compensate for this deficiency by pro¬ 
viding access to the vast amount of relevant ethnographic and cultural 
materials available in article, monograph, and dissertation form. The Con¬ 
tents and indexes together provide general and specific access terms to 
accommodate a search of general studies, as well as information on the 
specific, lesser known aspects of the tradition. 

It is hoped that the bibliography will facilitate access to otherwise little 
known information often buried in seldom used scholarly journals at major 
research libraries. With current interlibrary loan and photocopy services, 
such information is available to anyone, anywhere, but first its existence 
must be known. 


COVERAGE 

The coverage of the bibliography is not limited to a definite span of years, 
and items have been included from the earliest works up to those published in 
1978. No claim is made for comprehensiveness of all relevant materials. It 
was my intention to obtain as complete a coverage as my limited resources 
would permit, with primary attention given to journal articles and with 
major emphasis on the usefulness of the materials. With no financial aid 
beyond my own personal funds, I was unable to travel to distant libraries 
either in the United States or abroad to locate journal issues or monographs 
missing or unavailable at the libraries to which I had access. A record was 
kept of gaps in the journal coverage, and these will be searched at a later 
date and included in any later edition of the bibliography. 

The collections researched include those of the libraries of the University 
of California, Berkeley; University of California, Los Angeles; Stanford 
University; The Graduate Theological Union; and other university, 
college, and public libraries in southern and central California. Where 
feasible, important works were obtained through interlibrary loan from 
other parts of the country. 


SCOPE 

The types of materials covered by the bibliography include monographs, 
journal articles, chapters of monographs, essays and articles from collec¬ 
tions, and doctoral dissertations in the major European languages. Items 
not included are fiction, newspaper articles, and unpublished papers and 
conference reports. 

The bibliography is international in scope, within the following limita¬ 
tions. Entire sets of appropriate English language periodicals—American, 
British, Indian and other—were searched for relevant articles. English 
language monographs were sought in the libraries visited, and the Library 
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of Congress Subject Catalog was searched for titles under all possible 
headings. The National Union Catalog: Authors was also consulted under 
headings for known authors and works. Indexes and bibliographies of all 
kinds were used, and when possible, citations retrieved were compared 
for accuracy with the original work. 

The search for materials in other languages was restricted to indexes and 
bibliographies in both English and the languages concerned, namely French, 
German, Russian, Dutch, and Italian. A few citations in Spanish, Czech, 
Polish, and the Scandinavian languages were also found in these indexes. 
Since there was much overlap, comprehensiveness in regard to the more 
important international works was assured. No attempt was made to cover 
works in non-European languages such as Japanese, Chinese, and Hindi. 
The former two languages are beyond my linguistic capability, while 
materials in Hindi (not to speak of the other Indian languages) are so 
numerous as to require separate bibliographic coverage. 

With the exception of a few journals such as the Illustrated Weekly of 
India and Calcutta Review, no attempt was made to include articles from 
popular journals; however, a few highly relevant citations of this kind are 
included. Also excluded are books on popular philosophy. Karma, reincarna¬ 
tion, Yoga, and the like. Because of the broadness of the term “Hinduism" 
(see Introduction), its presence in the title was not, in itself, a criterion for 
inclusion of a work. The chief requirement was that the work have some 
value for the student or scholar in the field of popular Hinduism and Hindu 
mythology; works of strictly polemic content or of such poor quality as to 
have no conceivable value to anyone using the bibliography were not in¬ 
cluded. Works in the latter category were generally not those of serious 
scholars. 

The bibliography does not include works on Hinduism beyond the con¬ 
fines of peninsular India; thus, the Hinduism of Bali, the West Indies, South 
Africa, the United States, etc., is not covered. Sikhism, Jainism, the move¬ 
ments of the Hindu Renaissance, and, with a few exceptions, the latter day 
reform movements are also excluded. These groups would provide material 
for several bibliographies in themselves. The occasional exception is made 
where the material is equally relevant to our subject matter, as with articles 
on the nature of asceticism, pilgrimage, or ashrams. 

As discussed more fully in the Introduction, the literature and tradition of 
the Vedic period and the period of Brahmanism is largely beyond the scope of 
this bibliography. Renou's Bibliographie Vedique gives some coverage of 
these periods, and in any case the literature on the Vedas, Brahmatjas, 
Upani$ads, the Vedanta, the six systems of philosophy, and so forth is so 
enormous as to require separate bibliographic coverage. The early legal 
literature and Srauta works have been given minimal attention because of 
their continued use by a small number of orthodox Hindus. 
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The scriptures still associated with popular religion in one way or another 
such as the epics and Puranas in translation have been given extensive, 
though not comprehensive, coverage. Original, untranslated texts have not 
been cited. For access to critical editions and other texts in the original, the 
scholar should see the appropriate headings (Mahabharata, Puranas, 
Valmiki, and so on) in the National Union Catalog, pre-1956 Imprints and 
the later NUC cumulations. 

Short articles or notes of two pages or less are usually not included, al¬ 
though an occasional exception is made because of the rarity of the material 
covered. The interested researcher should check the hundreds of such rele¬ 
vant short notes on popular Hinduism in North Indian Notes and Queries 
and Panjab Notes and Queries. 

THE ENTRIES 

Monograph citations contain author, title, edition cited, place, publisher, 
date, and number of pages in the main text. Pages devoted exclusively to 
illustrations are not cited, except in works consisting mainly of illustrations. 

Journal citations include author, title of article, journal abbreviation, 
volume number, issue number (only when pagination is renewed with each 
issue), month, year, and inclusive pages. For parts of larger works, such as 
chapters in books or essays in collections, the author and title of the chapter 
or essay are given, along with a full citation for the work of origin and 
inclusive pages. Dissertation citations contain author, title, university, date 
of completion, and, when available, number of pages. 

All possible works were checked in the original for accuracy of citation. 
In the case of works not available for personal examination, an attempt was 
made to verify them in the National Union Catalog, pre-1956 Imprints or in 
later NUC author lists. Those verified in NUC are indicated by an asterisk(*), 
while works that could neither be personally examined nor verified in NUC 
are marked with a cross (+). 

Brief, non-evaluative annotations are provided when the title does not 
adequately identify the contents of the work, or when a short comment can 
further define the nature of a work. Titles in languages other than English 
are translated and placed within quotation marks in the annotation section 
of the citation. 


ARRANGEMENT 

The citations are arranged in sections representing functional categories 
of the subject matter, as listed in the Contents. The order of the sections has 
no significance beyond the fact that it appears to be a natural sequence of 
presentation, aside from a general progression from the practical to the 
more theoretical. 
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Sub-sections are loosely ordered according to their importance within 
each section by virtue of their content, relation to neighboring sub-sections, 
or size. Within each sub-section, entries are arranged by author in alpha¬ 
betical order, and entry numbers preceding the authors' names run consecu¬ 
tively through the text. 

Each entry is cited only once in the text under the dominant subject of the 
work. Since there is much overlapping of subjects, the user should consult 
the Subject Index under specific items to gain maximum coverage. 

INDEXES 

The Author Index gives the personal names, including forenames and 
middle initial where available, of all persons cited in the text as author, joint 
author, editor, or compiler, including up to three names per citation. 
Numbers following the names refer to entry numbers within the text. 

The Subject Index makes use of significant words in the title plus addi¬ 
tional words and phrases obtained from examination of the original works. 
In this way, better access is provided to works whose titles do not adequately 
express the nature of their subject matter. Additional specific terms are 
included when available to enhance the value of the bibliography to the 
specialist. Minimal use is made of the terms "Hindu," "Hinduism," "reli¬ 
gious," "Indian," and so on, in the Subject Index, since it is assumed that, 
because of the nature of the bibliography, all citations refer to India, 
religion, and Hinduism in one way or another. 

No limitation, beyond common sense, has been placed on the number of 
index entries per citation, but cross-references are given to synonyms with 
large citation loads. See also references are provided to facilitate access. 
Inclusive item numbers are given for terms synonymous with those listed in 
the Contents. 
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Introduction 


As discussed in the Preface, there is practically no bibliographic control of 
the scholarship of popular Hinduism and Hindu mythology. The main 
reason for this is that the research materials and writings on the subject have 
not been considered part of the subject matter of "Hinduism"—as defined 
by those seeking to provide access to materials on Indian religion. The term 
"Hinduism" is commonly used to refer to the religious heritage of ancient 
India, while the religion of contemporary India, when considered at all, is 
subsumed by bibliographers under a wide range of headings, but most 
commonly under "Folklore," or, less often, "Folk Religion." 

This confusion is largely the result of the history of Hinduism as an object 
of research. Since the term "Hinduism" has held different meanings among 
various scholarly disciplines, it is not possible to rely on any single usage of 
the term. To properly delineate the subject matter of this bibliography, 
then, it is necessary to take a fresh look at the overall field of Hindu 
religion, and attempt to isolate the parts covered in this work. There are 
two major scholarly groups concerned with the development of a body 
of knowledge on Hindu religion whose contributions should be reviewed: 
(1) the Indologists, or students of the literary, philosophical and cultural— 
the pan-Indian or "Great Tradition"—aspects of Indian culture; (2) and the 
Anthropologists, who usually emphasize the particular, village-level, "Little 
Tradition" aspects. 


THE INDOLOGISTS 

Viewing Hinduism from an historical rather than contemporary point of 
view, the Indologists of the eighteenth and nineteenth centuries discovered 
and translated long-neglected Sanskrit works that had been considered too 
sacred to be committed to writing. A large portion of the texts, especially 
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the Vedas and other works making up the category of Sruti or "revealed" 
scriptures, were, and still are, unknown to most Indians except for the 
names of a few gods and a few basic concepts. Perfectly memorized, syl¬ 
lable by syllable, by the Brahman caste since the second millennium B.C., 
these scriptures contain hymns, sacrificial formulas, philosophical treatises, 
social and domestic rules, and so forth. However, because of the rote 
method of preservation, the meaning of the texts was sometimes lost, and 
some of the older texts were not completely understood even by the pandits 
who had preserved them. Still, a small number of religious specialists, mem¬ 
bers of high-caste orthodoxy, and scholars, are intimately acquainted with 
many of the ancient Sruti scriptures today. 

The early Western scholars working with the Sruti produced a large 
corpus of translation and commentary that became associated with the term 
"Hinduism" without reference to the nature of the contemporary religion, 
and the practices and mythology they described came to be known as "Hindu." 
Many of the Indologists did their translating and scholarly writing without 
leaving Europe; in fact, the greatest Vedic scholar and Indologist of his day, 
F. Max Muller, never visited India. To the present day, these ancient tradi¬ 
tions and scriptures have been identified with the terms "Hindu" and 
"Hinduism," and with the modern Hindu religion as well, in the mind of the 
average educated Westerner. 

There were also a small number of Indologists, many of them British civil 
servants and missionaries in India, who worked with traditions more closely 
related to the contemporary popular religion. The Smrti or "remembered" 
scriptures form the scriptural basis for the contemporary pan-Indian 
"higher" Hinduism, and include the Mahabharata, Ramayana, Purttyas, 
and Tantras. Some of the legends, concepts, and mythology of the Sruti 
have been incorporated into these later works, thus accounting for their 
continued presence in the popular religion today. In the same way, aspects 
of the Smfti culture have been, in varying degrees, assimilated by the cul¬ 
ture of the contemporary Hindu, both urbanite and villager. 

The early Indologists who worked with the Smfti scriptures had, in most 
cases, originally gone to India for other than scholarly purposes. Horace 
Hayman Wilson, for example, went to Bengal in 1808 as an assistant surgeon 
with the East India Company and later became, in accordance with the 
vocational freedom in the early Company, Assay Master of the Calcutta 
Mint. He began a study of Sanskrit and in 1818 completed the first Sanskrit 
dictionary. Among his many translations, monographs, and essays is his 
great translation of the Visnu Puraya. 

The translations of the Puraqas and other scriptures provided mythologi¬ 
cal and cultural material for many generations of scholars and part-time 
scholars, and many works were published by civil servants, military men. 
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and missionaries. An early work based on the Purdqas entitled Researches 
into the nature and affinity of ancient and Hindu mythology, was published 
in 1831 by Lt. Colonel (later Major General) Vans Kennedy, Judge Advo¬ 
cate General' to the Bombay Army. The following year he published a 
Treatise on the principles and practice of military law. 

The missionary John Murdoch wrote Popular Hinduism: the Hinduism of 
the epic poems, Puranas, Tantras and aboriginal cults (1887), as well as 
works on the problems of women in India and education in the vernacular 
schools. William Crooke, who served in the Northwest Provinces of Oudh 
as Magistrate and Collector, went beyond the texts to the contemporary 
rural religion and published, in 1894, An introduction to the popular reli¬ 
gion and folk-lore of Northern India. In the same tradition of Indian Civil 
Service scholarship is Sir John George Woodroffe, Chief Justice of Bengal 
and Tagore Law Professor, University of Calcutta. Writing in the early 
twentieth century under the pseudonym “Arthur Avalon, Woodroffe 
became the foremost translator and scholar of the Tantras, the most esoteric 
of Hindu scriptures. 

These India-based scholars have been in the minority, however, and their 
works on the popular religion, widely regarded merely as objects of 
curiosity, have done little to alter the identification of Hinduism with the 
ancient tradition. Even today, as throughout the nienteenth and twentieth 
centuries, most Indologists direct their attention to aspects of the ancient 
tradition unrelated to contemporary Hinduism. 

The proper understanding of the nature of contemporary popular Hindu¬ 
ism has been further hampered by the outlook of the educated urban Hindu. 
Indian Indologists tend to emphasize the ancient religion in their research, 
or devote their energies to the scholarly concerns of what is known as the 
“Hindu Renaissance." When the British and other European Indologists as 
well as Christian missionaries gave initial impetus to their Indian colleagues 
for the study of the great Indian cultural heritage, there occurred a renais¬ 
sance of interest in the ancient tradition. Many educated Indians became 
involved in new religious movements such as the Brahmo Samaj, and later 
the Arya Samaj, Ramakrishna Mission, Integral Yoga, and others which, in 
varying degrees, hearken back to selected aspects of the $ruti scriptures in 
their religion and philosophy, and in some cases even incorporate princi¬ 
ples of Christianity. In recent times this trend is represented by the popular 
sadhus and swamis that spend much of their time preaching in the West. 

The modern Indian adherent to the tenets of the Hindu Renaissance or 
reform Hinduism often rejects the village religion as superstition, and 
sometimes even denies that it still exists. 1 The effect of this rejection on the 
Indian Indologists is that they have emphasized research on the ancient 
scriptures and traditions and on the neo-Hindu movements, to the neglect 
of the popular religion. Indian religion is thus often explained in terms of 
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the great literary corpuses of a magnificent, though effete tradition, and the 
eclectic beliefs of a small educated elite. Exceptions, such as the work of the 
All-India Kashi Raj Trust of Banaras, which emphasizes research in the 
Puranas and the mythology of popular Hinduism, are not numerous. 

THE ANTHROPOLOGISTS 

The modern anthropologist, both Western and Indian, has developed a 
new concern for Indian religion as it is practiced today. Although some¬ 
times criticized for ignoring the textual aspects of Hinduism—in order to 
concentrate on the details of the here and now—the anthropologist avoids 
the Indologist's limited view of religion: 

Religion in the anthropologist's view takes in the whole of a people's belief 
and practice toward the supernatural, that is toward their concepts of all that 
is beyond man's own power and mundane knowledge. This broad view has 
not commonly been taken in the studies of Hinduism and Buddhism. . . . Fre¬ 
quently studies of religion in South Asia focus on scriptural texts with very 
little mention of the reality and totality of religious activity . 2 

Just as with the early textual studies of the popular religion, the early 
ethnographic studies were made by Western civil servants and missionaries 
in India who sent countless articles and correspondences to such journals as 
Indian Antiquary, The Journal of the Asiatic Society of Bengal, and the 
Quarterly Journal of the Mythic Society. In the early part of the twentieth 
century, there came the great Indian anthropologists, such as Sarat Chandra 
Misra of the University of Calcutta, who contributed hundreds of studies on 
the contemporary popular religion to learned journals. Today, as through¬ 
out the century, it is the Indian anthropologists who lead the way, provid¬ 
ing the bulk of the village studies. 

Both Western and Indian anthropologists have been active in providing 
theoretical frameworks with which to analyze popular Hinduism. Robert 
Redfield and McKim Marriott, for example, have worked with the "Great 
Tradition-Little Tradition" dichotomy. The "Great Tradition" refers to a 
continuously expanding corpus of pan-Indian religion, philosophy, and 
tradition preserved chiefly in the Sanskrit literature and spread over the 
centuries throughout India by learned Brahman pandits and sadhus. The 
"Little Tradition" encompasses traditions usually restricted to limited 
localities and not part of the Sanskrit heritage; it does not, however, include 
tribal traditions that have not as yet absorbed Hindu elements to any signif¬ 
icant extent. There are, of course, no definite lines between the two main 
traditions or between them and the tribal traditions. A continual process of 
interaction exists that has given rise to such descriptive terms as "Sanskriti- 
zation," "Hinduization," and even "Tribalization." This process is best 
described by M. N. Srinivas, who introduced the term "Sanskritization." 
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All-India Hinduism spreads in two ways: by the extension of Sanskritic 
deities and ritual forms to an outlying group, as well as by the greater San- 
skritization of the ritual and beliefs of groups inside Hinduism. Both these 
processes are at work, and the first results in Sanskritic deities' assuming dif¬ 
ferent forms in their travels all over India while the second results in local 
deities' assuming Sanskritic labels and forms. The Vedic deity Kshetrapala 
becomes Ketrappa in Coorg, while the local cobra-deity becomes identified 
with Subrahmanya, the warrior-son of Shiva . 3 

Some tribal groups are more Hindu than tribal as a result of this process, 
also called "Hinduization" by Agehananda Bharati. Tribal groups assume 
the customs of their respected Hindu neighbors, and accordingly their deities 
become manifestations of the gods or goddesses of the Little Tradition, and 
sometimes even of the Great Tradition. At the same time, these groups 
contribute their own tribal lore to the local or regional Hindu culture. If the 
Hindus are in a minority, however, the tribal influence can become so great 
as to reverse the process, resulting in Tribalization. 

According to the anthropologist Surajit Sinha, within the social field of 
India touched by the Great Tradition, the tribals 

represent a distinctive level (relatively the lowest) of complexity. In order to 
make this distinction clear, it seems best to describe the tribal cultures as a 
special dimension, namely, the ''primitive' or folk dimension of the Little 
Traditions of India. On a formal level of abstraction, at least, the folk (or 
tribal), peasant, and urban dimensions of Indian tradition and culture com¬ 
munity represent a series of increasingly complex levels of socio-cultural 
integration with evidence of continuity in core pattern . 4 


Beyond the Great Tradition-Little Tradition formulation, then, lies a con¬ 
tinuum of religious culture from the tribal to the Great Tradition, and 
including elements originating from each of them. 

The term "Sanskritization" is usually restricted to the description of 
situations in which a Hindu caste, wishing to raise its status, takes on the 
Sanskritic rituals and the personal rituals and practices of the upper castes: 
vegetarianism, teetotalism, forbidding of widow remarriage, and so on. In 
this way, over several generations it uses the Great Tradition to become 
more highly respected by other castes. Even tribal and semi-tribal groups 
have been known to undergo Sanskritization and claim caste status. 

Sanskritization, on the whole, is based on emulation of patterns of 
behavior of the Brahman caste, but not necessarily so. As shown by Henry 
Orenstein, castes in the Poona District, Maharashtra, copy the ways of the 
dominant, non-Brahman Maratha caste. 6 J.F. Staal has pointed out that 
much of the Great Tradition is transmitted in the vernacular languages, 
and, like the hymns of the seventh-century Tamil Alvars, may not even 
have its origin in the Sanskrit culture. 7 
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Further refinements of the Great Tradition-Little Tradition formulation 
have been offered by other anthropologists. David G. Mandelbaum has 
suggested that the Great Tradition be viewed as a “transcendental complex" 
of religious function, forms, and practices present in various degrees through¬ 
out India, while the Little Tradition might be considered a “pragmatic com¬ 
plex."® In the same way, Bharati says that the former embodies the doctrinal, 
theological, and ideological aspects of Hinduism, while the latter is con¬ 
cerned with its pragmatic, social, and operational aspects. 9 However they 
are analyzed, the Great and Little Traditions are complementary aspects of 
a complex body of religious activity and lore that depends on both for its 
character and existence. 

The basic concepts, or in Philip Ashby's words, the "philosophical- 
theological themes" 10 of the Great Tradition—the notions of Brahman, 
Atman, Samsara, Karma, and Moksa—act as a binding force holding to¬ 
gether the disparate elements of the Little Tradition. Hinduism is thereby 
allowed to transcend local and provincial barriers to assume a pan-Indian 
identity: 

Without the persuasive, integrative presence of the Great Tradition, it is to 
be wondered whether Indian religion would be anything other than a multi¬ 
tude of local cults sharing only their dramatic awareness of "divine" or "non¬ 
human" powers, and demonstrating in their attempts to propitiate those 
powers forms of religious expression similar to those of traditionalist peoples 
throughout the world . 11 

In short, the scope of this bibliography will extend into the tribal cultures 
only as far as popular Hinduism has done so, and will endeavor to encom¬ 
pass as much of the Great Tradition as has been assimilated by the popular 
religion. Perhaps the accompanying simple diagram will help to give a better 
idea of the complex interrelationship of traditions with which we are con¬ 
cerned, and will also serve as a graphic definition of popular Hinduism. 

The contributions of Indology and anthropology to the broad field of 
study known as Hinduism have been outlined, and the ethnic referents of 
the term "popular Hinduism" have been discussed. All that remains is to 
specify the disciplines or traditional fields of knowledge that must be con¬ 
sidered in the study of Hinduism, and whose reference works were consulted 
in the compilation of this bibliography. 

Hinduism is a religion closely interwoven with the society as a whole, 
and therefore study of it involves a broader spectrum of subjects than most 
other major religions. Little Tradition and Great Tradition are bound to¬ 
gether in one vast devotional, ethical, ritualistic, artistic, aesthetic body of 
tradition; in the words of Milton Singer: 
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. . . the unity of Hinduism does not exclusively reside in an exemplary set of 
norms and scriptures, such as those divined by Sanskritic Hinduism, or in an 
alternative "lower-" level popular Hinduism of the uncultivated masses. The 
unity is to be found rather in the continuities which can be traced in the con¬ 
crete media of song and dance, play, sculpture, painting, religious story, and 
rite that connect the rituals and beliefs of the villager with those of the towns¬ 
man and urbanite, one region with the other, and the educated with the un¬ 
educated. 12 

If we borrow, as Agehananda Bharati has done, the etic-emic formulation 
from the linguists, 13 and draw an analogy with the materials described in 
this bibliography, we may equate the seemingly infinite varieties of the 
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Little Tradition with the endless local varieties of speech sounds existing in a 
given language area. A small portion of these are to be found among the 
entries of the Subject Index of the bibliography. The pan-Indian or Great 
Tradition aspects of Hinduism, on the other hand, may be compared to the 
phonemes of a language, which remain constant throughout the language 
area as a whole. These constitute also a large part of the subject headings 
consulted in the preparation of the bibliography. A selected list of these is 
given on page xxv, arranged according to field of knowledge.
